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ABSTBACT 

An overview is provided of the 170 special libraries 
in Canada vhich contain collections on economics and finance. General 
geographic distribution is noted, apd then attention is given 
separately to ^the nuabers, status, and developnent of economic 
libraries in various sectors: universities and coaaunity colleges, 
public libraries, corporations, and all levels of governaent. Within 
each sector, the activities and strengths of specific libraries axe 
noted, as are significant new services in the areas of autoaation and 
inforaation services. The appendix provides a table of collections 
statistics and subject eaphasis fox the 170 librjiries. (SL) 
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It is a particular pleasure for me to give this paper 
on ^Eboxiomic Libraries in Canada** at a luncheon meeting at 
the International honetary Fund. I was here on the staff of 
the Joint Bank-Fund Library as bibliographer from 1955 to 
196(X,' and so for me the occasion is a homecoiTiing. It is a . 
privilege to have been associated with such a distinguished 
special library in the international financial field and to 
have worked with hartin Loftus, the Librarian. It is only 
one of many fine economic libraries in the United States, 
from the great Baker Library at Harvard down the list. 1 only 
wish I could take a few of them back to Canada, for we have yet 
to produce an economic research library as such, and do not 
have an international financial library to compare with this 
one at the Fund, although I hasten to add that the Bfiuik of 
Canada Library is a respectable one in the field of international 
finance and Canadian domestic finance. In fact, there are a 
number of Interesting economic libraries in the country and 
some exciting current developments in the field of information 
aarvicea although library involvement in these is not yet very 
substantial. It will be my endeavo \r in this paper to comment 
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on this partloalar aspect of the Canadlen library scene » I hope 
In a nay that vlll be of Interest to you as social science 
■eabers of the International special library coaaunlty* 

Number^ Dlstrlbutlont Character 
It becaae possible, really for the first tlae, to hsTe a 
good oTerall Tlev of special libraries In the country, when. 
In 1970, the Canadian Library Association published a rerlsed 
and enlarged edition of the directory. Special Libraries and 
Ipforaatlon Centres In Canada by Beryl Anderson* The directory, 
subsequently proTlded with updating supplement to December 
1972, lists close to 1,000 special libraries, coast to coast, 
but rsTeals a high concentration of thea In a fen large centres. 
In fact aore than half in four aajor cities s Montreal, Toronto, 
Ottawa and Vancourer* 

Directory analysis Indicates that about 170 of these special 
libraries fall Into the economic category, that Is 17 per cent of 
all special libraries In the country* Geographically, these are 
eTen aore highly concentrated with 79 P^r cent of then In only 
three cities t Toronto, Montreal and Ottawa. This distribution 
reflects the pull cf Canada's two major business and financial 
centres, and of Its federal political centre. By eqr^MloulatAon, 
Toronto has 6I econot'lc libraries and Montreal kZi In Ottawa, 
there are 32, almost entirely federal libraries and as such a 
part of the GoTemment; of Canada* 

It perhaps should be noted, at this point, that the 
concept, economic library. Is applied. In this paper, to any 
library containing a substantial collection of economic material 



whether It Is Halted to a spaelflo subjaot area auoh as 
banking, flnanoa, taxation or transportation, or Is aors gsnaral 
and Ineludes tbs tbsorstlcal and historical cora of the subject* 
This is of sons Importance to the scope of this paper because 
directory analysis Indicates that aost libraries In the econoalc 
field In Canada tend to be United to specific facets of the 
subject and do not extend to all aspects of econoalcs* A library 
nay focus on a specific aspect such as banking, but frequently. It 
will Incorporate, In strength, two or aore related subjects such 
as banking and finance, or finance and InTOStnent, or perhaps, 
finance, taxation and Insurance • This high degree of specialisation 
undoubtedly arises from the fact that economics Is a very broad 
field encompassing a large number of specialised applications, and 
that these special libraries hare emerged In support of corporate 
enterprises or associations operating In specific fields, or of 
goremment ministries or agencies also functioning In specific 
areas of public administration. 

Here Is a warning, then, that any broad classification of 
economic llbrarle:^ Is suspect since. In such a grouping, libraries 
In any one class are likely to be Tcry different from one another. 
Nonetheless, I haTs put together in Table 1 (Appendix) a broad 
classification by subject. By using a matrix, a cross- 
classification by type of library or sector Is offered. It vlll be 
seen that the largest single grouping is Business (40 per cent) and 
that mlthln that grouping, the University and Community College sector 
()I per cent) and the Corporation Sector (j7 per cent) predominate. 



The other large grouping Is Financial (29 per cent), and here 
the Corporation and the Government elements are the largest in 
the entire table. Government libraries are also dominant In 
Transportation, Labour, Trade and Commerce, and statistics. 

I propose ^now to look at these economic libraries In some 
detail and In relation to new developments In Information services. 
One might approach them either by subject or by type of library. 
Type of library would seem to have advantages and so I shall proceed 
to look at four distinct sectors as used In the matrix In the order: 
University and Community College, Public Library, Corporation and 
Governments 

University and Community College Sector 
The figure of I70 economic libraries in Canada Includes 
13 special libraries located in universities and 16 community 
college libraries containing business and economic literature. 
In addition, most university libraries in Canada have within their 
central collections sizeable holdings in economics to support 
undergraduate, graduate and research work in economics and business. 
There are 16 phD, 28 kA and 6 KBA programmes in this area. 

Community Colleges 

In the 1960»s, technological institutes and community colleger 
emerged in Canada in some strength, hodest library collections have 
emerged with them, and it has been noted that I6 such institutions 
have libraries which contain working collections in business, business 
administration, marketing and technology to support teaching programmes 
of a very practical nature.

By far tka largaat and aoat adaquataly kouaad oollaotlon 
la tkat at tka Boola daa Bautaa Btudaa Coaaarolalaa of tka 
UnlToralta da Montreal* It la In a class by Itself # Bacant 
flguraa for tkla library glTs Its koldlngs at 270,000 Toluaaa and 
2,500 aerial tltlaa* Ita circulation ayatan kas baan sutoaatad. 
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The teaching prograane Is in the French language and the 
library la aet up exclualTely Iqr Prench»apeaklng uae, 
although the collection contalna a full range of English 
language materials. 

The School of Business prograane at the UnlTerslty of 
Western Ontario Is large and vell^eatabllshed. The Boslneaa 
Library Is particularly well supported and aost adequately 
set up. The wount of duplication of econoalc aaterlal In 
the central collection Is substantial* Recent figures for 
the collection are ^fO^OOO Toluaes and 650 aerial titles* 

Two of the other three special libraries are Industrial 
Belatlons Inforaatlon Centres , one at Toronto and the other 
at Queen*s. These are centres with limited book collections 
but substantial Tsrtlcal files of ephemeral- type materials* 

The remaining special library is the Blbllotheque des 
sciences soclales of the UnlTerslte de Montreal. This library 
contains economic material along with the material of the other 
social sciences. It Is separate and apart froja the business 
library, and Is the only eicluslvely social science library 
at a Canadian unlrerslty. 

University Central Collections 

In Canada, It Is the university central libraries which 
hold the oajor resource collections In eccmomlcs. So they. In 
fact, constitute the major economic libraries In the country.

New Inforaatlon SerTlces 

Vlthln the unl-verslty social sciences coaaunlty, there haT* 
been a nuaber of coaputer projecta and data bank deTclopaents of 
interest to business libraries. 

There Is, at present, no adequate index to Canadian baslnesa 
and financial newspapers and perlodlcala, generally aTailable. 
Their nuaber is estinated at about 20C and only a aaall part 
of thia aaterlal is picked up in existing indexes. In the 
newspaper aspect, the Buainess Library of the Uni-veraity of 
Ueatern Ontario has dereloped, locally, a coaputer-based KVIC 
index to the business and financial news of the country's 
leading national dalXy newspaper. The Globe and Mail of Toronto. 
It is hoped that thia looal index nay be extended to other aourcea 
of inforaatlon as well, perhaps by InTolTlng other Interested 
libraries. Also at Western, the Social Selencea OlTlslon his 
as tabllahed, on an experiaental basis, on-line access to 40,000 
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tlM atrlM of Statlatlea CanaAa, r«o«iitl7 ooKput«ric«d tkrougb 
•M«tlili>8 o«ll«4 tli« CAN/SIM proj«ot. For this, • Uralaal- !•

MMn«lill«, at Xork Uniraralty, th« Instltut* of BoluiTioaral 
Boaoaroh iMa dafalopad an witoMtad data bank of Canadian aoolal 
aolanoa data and orsanicad tka Canadian eonaortluB for Social 
Raaaareh which conalata of 15 unlTcralty uaara of the Inatl^uta'a 
■atarlala. Thla daTclopaanv haa takan place entirely outalda the 
context of lltorarlaa, thna far, but, juat thia jcar, the inatltuta 
and the idnlnlatratlT* Studlaa Library at lork kuf drawn up a 
joint propoaal to KVIC Indaz and abatract 100 Canadian bualnaaa 
and financial parlodlcala on a coapatar baaa, and to diatrlbuta a 
Bonthly index on a aubacrlptlon baala. Iha aponaora of tha project 
are currently looking for federal goTemaent funding of $30,000 
for a t«o-7ear derelopaental period ahen the Index would be dla^ 
trlbttted free. SubaequenUy, It would be hoped to put It on a 
aelf-aupportlng basla with 25O aubacrlbera. Xork UniTwraltj would 
continue to proTide coaputer and ataff tiae without charge. 

Another coaputer iced data bank to iv^^tt't thla one of 
financial infomation on Canadian corporatlona, waa developed at 
the School of Bualnaaa at McGlll UnlTeralty in aaaoolation with 
10 Canadian corporatlona. Thia project haa now bean detached 
froB MoGlll and funotlona independently aa the Pinanclal 
Beaearch Institute. It now haa coaputer iced data on aoae 500

Canadian corporations, commercial banking statistics from 
the Bank of Canada, econoinlc time series from statistics Canada, 
dally stock market quotations and bond yields. The business 
schools at hcGlll, Unlverslte de hontreal, bnlverslty of 
Toronto and Western Ontario, all have on-line -coess to this 
data bank and are charged only the computer costs. It this 
point, the contact, in every case. Is by terminal outside the 
business library. 

Company Information Is now available in microfiche format 
for Canadian as well as American companies and so several of the 
business libraries now hold comprehensive collections of annual 
reports and other company Information In this form. It Is 
understood that Canadian statistical Information from Statistics 
Canada will also be available soon In microfiche format. The 
microfiche format and business Information systems based on It 
are currently of growing Interest to business libraries. The 
University of Western Ontario Business Library has recently 
reorganized Its reference service to provide a Business 
Information Service (xsia) Incorporating this new format and 
KWIC Indexing of newspaper and other business Information of the 
sort . 

Public Library Sector 
The usual approach of public libraries In offering service 
to the business community has been to try to provide special 
reference materials and Information services within the 
reference department of the centrftl library, and to publicize 
a business information service. So, generally, there are limited 
business and economic reference collections in most public libraries.

Index 100 titles, within a computerised social aclence data 
hank, haa already been nctad. Meanwhile, Metro Toronto la 
apparently studying again the possibility of publlaiitlon 
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baaed on th# •xlstine card file and subject list* 

In addition to its Business Library, Metropolitan Toronto 
Librar/ Board haa had, 8 l^.o, within its central library, 
a Social Scienoea Section of 88,100 Toluaea and 350 eerial 
titles, coTering the Tarious social sciences, including econoaics* 
It also has a published computer-based serials listing of title 
locations within the fiTS-borough library system and Metro, 
and a union catalogue of Metro public libraries and selected 
special libraries in the Metro Toronto area. hrough theae 
four units oi library aerrice, the Busineaa Library, the Social 
Sciencea Section, the Seriala Liating and the Metro 
Bibliographical Centre, Metro Toronto haa almoat the equiTalent 
of a general economic library* 

The VancouTer Public Library haa a aeparate Buainess and 
Economics Department within the central library, with a collection 
of 4^5,000 Tolumes and 1,000 serial titles. In a large community 
thit has few special libraries in the economic field, this is 
designed to proTide essential business and economic corerage for 
all. 

Two of the other three public libraries which have dcTeloped 
business departments, Ottawa and Calgary, are alike in combining 
in a single department, business and technology materials* In 
the case of Calgary, science is also included, the departmental 
collection compris^^ 20,000 Tolumes and 765 serial titles. The 
department had its origins in the takeoTer of an independent 
industry-supported technical library. The emphasis is on the 
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p«trol«UB Industry, of najor Importano^ to Calgary and tha 
ProTlnoa of Albarta. Tha Ottawa eollaotlon has 10,000 Tolimas 
and 73 sarlal tltlas. Both function In oomnunltlas idiara tha 
nuabar of aoonoalo spaolal llbrarlas In tha corporation aactor 
la llaltsd. Windsor, an autoaotlra city, right by Ds^rolt, has 
an autoaotlra collactlon^-and a buslnass eollaotlon In tha 
public library. 

Corporation Sactor 
wa haTa saan that of tha 1,000 special llbrarlas In Canada, 
about 170 can ba dascrlbad as aconoalc llbrarlas In tha sansa 
that thay contain a significant amount of economic material, at 
leaat In some areas of the subject. Some 60 per cent are In the 
private sector. The number of libraries InrolTSd Is about 100 
and, as might be expected, they are highly concentrated In 
Montreal and Toronto where most nead offices are to be found. 
In fact, 73 P^r cent of them are located In these two cities, and 
ab^ut equally dlTldel between them. 

A definite pattern of emergence Is apparent with respect 
to these corporation libraries, with the earliest In their 
respectlre fields being established In Montreal In the majority 
of cases. Table 3 (Appendix) lists them chronologically In ten 
different subject categories. 

Institutes and Societies 

The first economic special libraries made their appearance 
early In the 19th century when Board of Trade libraries were 
established, first In Montreal In 1022, then In Toronto In 1825« 
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They mre the begiimings of a stream of institute and society 
libraries in yarioas economic subject areas ^ listed in full in 
Table 3* The collections cover a nide range of subject areas t 
account ins, insurance, taxation, urban affairs, business affairs, 
trade, trensportation, unions, and co-6peratiTes« There are 21 of 
these libraries, all quite modest, the largest being that of the 
Beads and Transportation Association of Canada nith 13fOOO volumes 
and 150 serial titles. All are highly specialized to a particular 
interest group. One might mention specifically the Canadian Tax 
Foundation library in Toronto and the National industrial Conference 
Board library in Montreal as good current examples of this type 
of library, both supporting research and publication* 

The first special libraries in insurance, banking, 
investment banking, transportation and industry (head Office) 
were all established before the end of the 1920*8 and in every 
case, except one, were in Montreal* These early Montreal 
libraries grew with their parent bodies, and to-day, most are 
the largest corporation libraries in their subject groupings* 

Insurance 

Insurance was the first of the economic areas to produce a 
corporation library when in 1871 i Confederation Life Insurance 
established one in Toronto* Sun Life Assurance of Montreal 

followed suit in 1898* The growth of this Canadian corporation 
was world-wide and the library grew with the corporation so that 
now it contains 100,000 volumes and 2,500 serial titles* The 
Montreal libraa^y has served th^ world system and only recently 

the first branch library was opened in New Yo^^k* The 1920 *s and 30 *s

During tka 1920*8, tha Bank of Montraal alao oatMbllahad a 
library In Ita Kontraal haad of flea. Banks with haad of fleas In 
Toronto followad suit but at a nuoh latar data, tha Bank of Nots 
Saotla, In 1951, tha Torcmto-Doalnlon Bank, In I960, and tha 
Canadian Inparlal Bank of Couaroa, In 1969* All thasa banks hara 
larga national branch systaas and Intarnatlonal branohas as waH, 
but nona of tha llbrarlas has davalopad naarly «s axtanslvaly as 
that of tha Royal. Tha nazt largast is tha Canadian laparlal 
Bank of Coausaraa, with 20,000 Toluaas and 1,000 aarlal tltlas. This 
is tha latast of tha bank llbrarlas, astabllshad only In 1969* At 
first, thara wara two llbrarlas, a gsnarad ona, and an Baonoolos 
DlTlslon library. Thasa wara oonsolldatad In 1971 into a alngla 
Coaaarolal itiforabtlon Contra. In tha anrlronaant of a 
spantaottlar naw building. It has da^alopad an alart, up-to-data 
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concept of scrrlce, using, thus far, entirely traditional 
apeclal library teclml^ues. 

InTeatnent Banking 

The first Inrestnent house llb^'urjr sMrgeA in Montreal, 
In 1920, that of Nesbltt Thonpson. This was followed br 
Richardson Securities In Winnipeg, In 1921. Other security 
house libraries vere established In Toronto In the 50*8airiG60*8« 
These libraries began as attaohaents to research sectiona, and 
hare continued In that relationship, reaalning on the whole 
quite SAall* 

Accountancy 

Libraries In accounting flrss hare followed a siallai 
pattern, but at a somewhat later date, with the first. Price 
Wa^erhouse, appearing In Montreal, In 19^5* Others followed in 
Toronto and Montreal In the 50*8 and 60*St also as attachaents 
to research departaents, and relatlTcly saall* 

Adrertlslng 

Advertising agency libraries are all a product of the 50*8 
and 60*8, all located in Toronto, and all quite saall, priaarily 
serial collections* 

Financial Publishing 

A financial publisher's library emerged in T*ronto in 1938, 
established by MacLean, Hunter Ltd.^ a 3arge Canadian publisher 
of a great number of trade Journals, and of the national weekly 
financial newspaper. The Financial Po8t « Subsequently, two other 
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fliMUMlal publlshtrs •stabllsh^d llbrults in Toronto, and 
ono was ostabllshad. In 1962, In Montrt^al at the Financial 
TlMs of Canada, tha publishar of Canada* s otliar financial 
weakly. The Financial Tiaac ^ The HacLaan, Banter library haa 
alwaja been of particular importance because of its clipping 
files on the Caaddian bueineee coaaunity and on Canadian 
ccapaniee~250 Tcrtical files— backing up the newspaper and 
other business and financial serrices of MacL^an, Eunter, 
such as the Financial Post Corporation Sarricetca lilins cards* 

Am of January 197^$ the library asauaitd a new role when 
NaaLaan, Eunter set up SVP Canadu, and basei it on the library 
redesignating it the SVP Canada/Financial Post Library, and 
adding researchers t(» the library staff* 

Transportation 

^The Hginnings of transportation libraries also occurred 
in the 1920*s« They centre on Montreal* Canadian Pacific (CP) 
waa first with a library in 1919; Canadian Natiimal (CM), a 
CoTcmaent- owned corporation, followed in 1923 # In 19^f 
Trana-Canada Air Lines, now Air Canada, and a go^rnaent-owned 
subsidiary of CN, set up its own library* During the 196o*Sy 
CM strengthened its regional organisation, and four regional 
libraries were set up in Hcncton, Toronto, Winnipeg and Bdaonton* 
Air/rail transportation in Canada has been partly In the handa 
of private corporations and partly in the hands of goTemaent* 
owned corporationa* It is interesting that the libxary serTices

Public Utilities 

Public ownership has extended Into the electric power 
field with the Hydro-Blectrlc Power coiatlsslon of Qbterlo 
leading the way* In 19^3 « Ontario Hydro eatabliehed a library 
which has grown steadily and now numbers 30,000 TOluaes and 
700 serial titles • Other public utility corporations with lesser 
but substantial libraries were established In the 1950U In 
Manitoba (Winnipeg), In British Coluabla (Vancouver), and In 
Saskatchewan (Beglna). In 1961, Bydro-Quebeo set up a library 
In Montreal • 

Industry (Head Office) 

Finally, there is the category of head office library of 
the Industrial corporation, in the nature of a business library 
with a strong eaphasls on the Industry concerned* Thirty-two 
corporations with this type of library hare been Identified* 
They are prlaarlly among the large corporations and while they 
ctfrer a wide subject range, those In the chealcal and petroleum 
Industries predominate* They are primarily located In Montreal 
and Toronto and their collections range up to 20,000 TOlumts* 
The first of these libraries to emerge was that of the telephone 
company. Bell Canada, In 1926, In Montreal* ScTsn othezs followed 
In Montreal through the 20*s, 30*8 and 40*s* ActlTlty picked up 
considerably In the 50*8 and 60*8 with 22 new libraries being 
established, the majority of them In Toronto, beglnnlag with 
Bell Canada and International Nickel In 1955*

New Xnforaatlon SerTlces 

Libraries In this corpbratlon sector ha^e to data employed 
largely traditional special library techniques in developing their 
aarrioesy and there la no eTldenoe of significant coaputar uaage» 
To facilitate Interllbrary loan and general coaaunleatlon. Special 
lilbrary Aasoclatlon Chapters in Toronto and Montreal have produced 
regularly reTlsed library directories for their respective areas 
and monthly Chapter Bulletins. The Montreal Chapter produced a 
periodical listing for Montreal special llbrarlea. Union Llat of 
Serials In Libraries of Montreal and Vicinity , but It has not 
appeared ainceo 1963* Indexing projects and acquisition lists 
and periodical article lists are nuaerous but Halted to single 
libraries* There has bean some exaalnatlon of the concept of 
oentrallsed aerTlces aaong special libraries In Montreal , and 
aavaral proposals have been put forward for a Montreal resource 
centre, but nothing has cone of «^hea» 

SVP Canada, which has already been mentioned as a 
aerrloe recently Introduced through the special library of the 
Toronto publisher of the Financial Post . Is a new Information 
O aerrlce developed within the Context of the corporation library 
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sector # Th« service relies heaTlly on telephone and telez# 
It is not computer- based, and there is no profiling lntrolTed# 
It Is an International business Information system offered to 
corporations, goyernment departments and to special libraries, 
If they can be persuaded to subscribe* At this point, 
80 corporations and goyernment departments hare subscribed* 
Subscriptions ar^ annual, but the charge is adjusted monthly, 
depending on use* SVF claims not to replace the special 
library role but to supplement It In the broadest areas of 
enquiry* It Is too early to know how widely the serrlce will 
be taken up and to what extent It will In fact supplement 
existing special library Information services, or replace them* 

The Financial Research Institute data bank serylce, also 
mentioned earlier. Is a data serylce developed at HeGlll*s 
School of Business In Montreal and then made Independent* It 
Is managed and controlled by Its 40 members on an annual budget 
of 1500,000* Located In down town Montreal, It has 1? corporate 
members In Montreal, l6 from Toronto, 1 from Waterloo, Ontario, 
1 from Winnipeg, 1 from Reglna, Saskatchewan, and i goyernment 
members from Ottawa, the Bank of Canada and the Departrent of 
Communications* It receives data from several sources s the 
Financial Post, Bank of Canada, Statistics Canada, the stoo': 
exchanges and brokerage firms* FBI cleans the data and programmes 
It, and makes It available, on-line, to Its members* Most of the 
members have special libraries, but, thus far, computer terminals 
have not been operated In the library context* At present, this 
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d«T«lopatnt appears motm a partial alternative to the 
special library as a aouroe of Inforaatlon than a related 
part of special library eerTlce. 

Finally, a new aaalgaaated tape eerrlce in the 
social sciences is being Introduced currently by the National 
Library as an extension of the now well-established science 
serrlce offered by the National Science Library. This 
CAN/SDI Social Sciences service is available on a subscription 
basis* A profile can be prepared for an individual or a 
croup; a group profile can be designed to apply to a library. 
The service has been available since April 1972, and curraihtly 
there are soae 300 social science subscribers* So far, Its 
Impact on libraries In the corporation sector seeos to have been 
rather restricted* It will undoubtedly play an Increasing role 
In the future as the system's potential develops and is sore . 
widely appreciated* 
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Government s»0tor 

Thus far m have looked at eoonomlo libraries of various 
sorts In the ilverslty and coiiununity college sector, the 
public library sector and the business or corporation sector* 
There remains the public or government sector where libraries are 
to be found In support of government functions* How mmny of 
them are there, and what are they like, and what Is happening to 
them currently? 

Ve have found already by directory analysis that there are 
some 1,000 special libraries In the country of which about 170 fall 
Into the class of economic special library as we have defined It* 
Roughly one In four of these, or to be more precise, Z? percent, 
are In the government sector* This, of course. Is a significant 
part of the overall picture* 

In Canada, one can think of four levels of governments 
International, national or federal, provincial and local, and 
economic special libraries are located at all four levels, although 
our attention will be directed primarily at the national level 
where they are found in greatest number and variety* 

International level 

Canada has one United Nation specialized agency located in 
Montreal* That agency is ICAO, the international Civil Aviation 
Organization, and it has had a library siooa 19^* This library 
is one of the fine collections in the field of air transportation 
and currently it has 15$ 500 volumes and kOO serial titles* A 
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slgnlfleant proportion of thm collection relates to the 
eoonoBloe of air treneport, and bo it clearly belongs In the 
transportation category of our group of economic libraries* 

National lerel 

There are a large number of special libraries at the 
national lerel. The new 197 National Library directory, 
Canadian Library Directory 1. Federal Govemaent Libraries , 
lists Zjik federal libraries located either in the Ottawa area 
or elsewhere in the country* Bzaaination Indicates that apart 
froB the National Library and the Library of Parliament, there 
are 22 dlTlsions of goTcrnment which haTC significant library 
collections in at least some aspects of the subject of eoonomica* 
Table 4 (Appendix) lists these libraries by sise of collection 
in two parts t first, tiose libraries whose collections are 
predominantly economic, and there are 10 of them; and, secondly, 
those libraries whose collections contain a substantial amount of 
economic material in at least one specific aspect of economics, 
and there are 15 of them* In addition, the National Library 
and the Library of Parliament both hare general economic collections 
and so ^ our definition, qualify as economic libraries* In fact, 
the National Library has designated economics to be one of its 
subject categories of future emphasis* Canadian uaterial in this 
category comes automatically by deposit and already the library has 
acted on an expressed interest in the h&storical depth of the 
subject by aoTing to acquire the Goldsmith-Kress Library of 
Economic Literature* 
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Bo<momlo Pederftl Libraries 

Bsglnnlng as early as 190O, sp«ol«^ lltoarlas with an 



economic component In their collections began to eaerge 
within departments of government* They were the unco^ordlnated 
creations of Individual departments reflecting their specific 
operational Interests and, In recent years, have Increased In 
numbers at an accelerated rate as new departments and agencies 
of government have come Into being* 

The first government special library was established In 
the Department of Labour In 1900* This vast followed by one In 
Agriculture In 1910, and In Trade and commerce, now Industry, 
Trade and Commerce, In 1918* Thr Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
now Statistics Canada, as a part of the Department of Trade and 
Commerce, had already established its own library in 1916* 
These are core departments of government with wide-^ranging 
interests, and over time, these four libraries have grown greatly 
within their fields of special interest, and in the case of 
Agriculture and Labour, far beyond the economic aspect* Their 
combined holdings now amount to some 730,000 volumes and about 
6,200 serial titles* They have all become fairly substantial 
economic libraries in their respective fields} labour, agriculture, 
trade and investment, and statistics* 

Following on, the Bank of Canada was established during 
the depression 30*s, and its library was set up in 1935* Hlthln 
the federal group of libraries, this library has become the 
principal one in banking and international finance* Its collection 
is given as 16,500 volumes and 890 serial titles* It combines in- 
depth coverage of Canadian banks, banking and finance with a 
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g«n«ral oorarag* of thm world B^mnm In banking and finance, 
and International aeonoalo relatione. A reetrloted goremaent 
doouaente ^eotlon 10 aalntalned which Includea both Canadian 
aaterlal and aaterlal fron the International financial inatlttttlone 
each aa the International Monetary Fund. The Library aakee an 
lapreaelTe effort to acquire, proceee and dletrkbute current 
aaterlal with the greateat despatch* 

The Departaent, now Mlnletrj, of Transport waa aleo 
established In the 1930*8, and with It, In 1936, a departaental 
library in transportation* This library now has 56,750 Toluaes 
and 330 serial tltlee* Its greateet etrength Is In engineering 
aaterlale but It aleo corere transportation eoonoalce* In 1968, 
the regulation of Tarlous typee of transportation was consolidated 
In the Canadian Transport Coaalsslon, and It established It^ 
own library which now nuabere 8,000 Toluaee and 500 aerial titles* 
This lltrary cohere aoet epeclf Ically the econoalc and legal 
aspects of transportation* Thus, econoalc corerage le epllt 
between the two llbrarlee, with the Coaaleslon llbrasry probably 
being the aost up-to-date and etronger of the two* Thle Is an 
Indication of the Increasing orerlap that has been occurring 
In rece«it years with the emergence of additional econoalc libraries* 

The post-war 40* a saw the appearance of three acre econoalc 
llbrarlee. Health and Welfare, In 19'^* and Central Mortgage and 
Houelng Corporation (CMHC), and Finance, In 19'^f of irt&lch, alone 
of the three, Flaance le predoalnantly econoalc* The Department 
of Finance/Treasury Board library now nuabere some 50,000 
Q Toloaee* Whereas the Bank of Canada library le focused 
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primarily on ban^ and banking, this library la apaclflcally 
foouead on budgat and flnancay Including tha Intamatlonal 
aspact. Thara Is a good daal of orarlap In thaaa tvo llbrarlaa 
aTan though tha ona has a aonatary and banking aaphasis and 
tha othar a fiscal and financial aaphasis* Both hmtm 
apaclal strangth In Canadian matarlal* Oatallad coaparlaon. 
batvaan tha tvo collactlons Is difficult bacauaa ahlla Bank of 
Canada matarlal Is all cataloguad, It la not clasalflad and 
thara ara rarlous shalf arrangaaanta for dlffarant kinds of 
matarlal. Classification Is now undar way. 

Tha 1950* s saw thraa naw acononlc llbrarlaa appaar^ 
Tha Dapartaant of National Baranua craatad two llbrarlaa 1 a 
Customs and Bxclsa library and a Taxation library. Thasa 
ralata ta two dlTlslons of tha Oapartmant In dlffarant 
physical locations* Togathar thay raprasant a f Irly 
substantial working collactlon with an amphasls on acononlca, 
accounting, taxation and law with consldarabla duplication 
and orarlap. Tha third in this 50*s group of naw aconomlc 
libraries Is tha National £nargy Board library craatad In 
1959 • This library, with 7f500 Tolumas and 700 sarlal tltlas 
has a good deal of technical material on energy resources 
but also a sectloh of economic matarlal related to the 
utilisation of energy resources. 

There was a great spurt of actlTlty In the 60*a9and 
70*s to dataithat brought In new departments and agencies 
of gorernment and the reorganization a^.d rearrangement of 
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others t and 10 n«« economic lltorarles came into bains ea a 
raault, ona immadiataly aatabliahing a regional library 
ayatem outaide Ottawa* Thia haa meant a Tary aabatantial 
addition to exiatine economic litarariea ainoe the combined 
collectiona of theae 10 librariea now amounta to aomething 
like 125f000 Tolumea and 5f500 aerial titlea. 

There ia a vide range of economic actirity inrolTad in 
thia new layer of goremment adminiatration created in the 
60*a and 70*a« The Department of Supply and Sarricea ia 
a imply a houaekeeping function for the governement itaelf, and 
ao the library eatabliahed there in 1962 ia in the nature of e 
buaineaa library for the government* The Economic Council of 
Canada ia an economic planning and forecaating agency within 
goTemment vitti a reaearch and publiahing component, and so 
ita library, ancabliahad in 1964, ia a core economica collection 
with a high proportion of aeriala* Currently, it atanda at 
16,000 Tolumaa and k50 aerial tktlea* Undoubtedly, there ia 
a aubatantial overlap in thia collection with Statiatica Canada, 
Bank of Canada and Department of Finance collectiona. BovaTer, 
theae four librariea are phyaically widely aeparated although 
all in Ottawa* 

In 19659 the Cenaua Library of Statiatica Canada waa 
eatabliahed; Thia waa more the aeparation off of a part of 
the exiating library rather than the eatabliahment of an 
entirely new collection* Now, Statiatica Canada haa two 
library collectiona quite aeparately located, one called the 
Statiatical Beference Library, and the nther the Cenaua Library* 
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The Department of Manpower and laalgratlon, foraerly 
the Department of citizenship and Jomlgratlon established a 
library In 1966 and, orer the period, 1966-70, set up flTS 
regional branches { Pacific, Prairie, Ontario, Quebec and 
Atlantic, with one of Its primary interests the labour 
market, the collection duplicates and expands on an l«pect 
of the Department of Labour library. This library has grown r 
rapidly. Its Ottawa collection now numbers 16,500 Tolumes and 
600 serial titles, and the combined total of the flTe regional 
collections comes to about 6,000 Tolumes and 500 serial titles. 

By the 1960*s, the Canadian Govemment was getting 
substantially InTolred In foreign aid and, as a result, a new 
agency was set up, CIDA, the Canadian international 
Development Agency. Later, a second agency, IIBC, the 
InternatlonalDeTelopment Besearch Centre was also established ____ 
and separately located. CIDA established a library In 1965, 
and lEBC one In 1971. CIDA*s Interest Is economic deyelopoent 
and operation of Ciuiada*s economic and technical aid programme. 
By arrangement, the Bank of Canada library has left the field of 
economic derelopment exclusively to CIDA. IIBC Is a unique 
Institution which grew out of the 1963 UN Conference on 
Science and Technology. With substantial funding, the 
IIBC was set up to support the development of science and 
technology by funding research within the third-world countries. 
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The OapartAant of Consuffler and Corporation Affairs is 
a transforaation of the former Departaent of the Registrar 
General. The new department's economic function is market 
and corporate constraint in the public interest. Combines, 
mergers, monopolies and restraint of trade all are rery much 
its concern. The library collection, established in 1968, is 
therefore related to the corporation and to industrial 
organization and market behariour. It contains the U.S. 
Federal Trade Commission materials as a special collection. 
The library now contains 12,200 Tolumes and 313 serial titles. 

The new Department of Begional Economic Expansion was 
established in 1969 as the instrument for a major federal 
effort to reduce the economic and social disparities between 
the rarious regions of the country, a function that had been 
preTlously handled by a section of the Department of Finance. 
The new Department took oTer the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 
Administration located in Begina, aaskatchevan, nith its 
library set up in 1966 and consisting of 5,000 rolumes and 175 
serial titles oovering rarious agriculture-related subjects 
including economics. The Department set up its own library 
in Ottaim in 1969 and it has reached the substantial size 
already of 30,000 volumes and kOO serial titles, related to 
regional economics. The addition to the library of certain 
special collection material, the Atlantic DeTelopment 
Board collection, and the Agricultural and Rural DeTelopment 
Act collection of research reports, assisted its rapid growth. 

er|c 
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In 1970, the Department added a Reference and Enquiries Unit. 
This Unit, separate from the library proper, houses technical 
reports and consultants* reports and other unpublished and 
restricted materials, and Includes periodicals and directories* 
It Is primarily a documentation unit with confidential and 
restricted material for Internal departmental use* 

Finally, a Department of Urban Affairs was set up. In 
1971 f to **plan, develop and co-ordinate new and InnoTatlTe urban 
policies In areas of special Importance and urgency** It 
Immediately established a library which now numbers 3fOOO Tolumea 
and 200 serial titles* Soonomlcs, planning and technology In 
urban application, constitute ttte field of Interest* It is 
called an information Resource Serrlce, and lays stress on 
unpublished materials, plans, reports, etc*, and other vertical 
file materials* 

The economic component of these 25 Ottawa libraries and 
Information centres Is difficult to estimate, but very roughly 
It would now seem to total about 325f000 volumes and 9f500 serial 
titles* Although the amount of duplication while unlmown Is 
presumably very considerable, particularly In serial titles, 
this Is equivalent In total to a very respectable resource 
collection In economics* However, these federal library collections 
are not at this point Included In the National Union Catalogue 
maintained by the National Library, and there Is as yet no union 
list of serials In federal libraries either In total or In the 
subject area of economics t making Interllbrary loan difficult but. 
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•T»n BO fit \9 sabatantlal Mons federal eoonoaio lltararlea 
end beyond their bounde to oatelde libraries • 

Federal GoTernaent Library SurTey 

The Tery extensile V but quite unoo-ordlnated growth of 
federal libraries presented Increasing problems. Since the 
Hatlonal Librarian under the aaended National Library Act has 
a Tery definite oo-or Unatlng responsibility orer federal 
libraries, It was decided to undertake a Federal GoTernaent 
Librtry SurTey using three SuTTey Teaas, Collections, 
Organization and Adalnlstratlon and Systens and Serrlces. 
Just this year, the teams submitted a slx-Tolume report to 
the National Librarian making something In the order of 150 
recommendations. A summary of the team reports with the 
recommendations made will be published In a single Tolame, It 
la hoped, In October i97'f* 

This Is an Important surTey for the future of federal 
libraries with an emphasis on networking and collection 
rationalization. The Collections Team found little eTldence of 
any concerted efforts teeards co-ordination of collections hut, 
at the same tlme^ noted a considerable degree of primary 
rationalization since libraries were more or less oriented to 
their respect We departments* programmes. The Team felt that 
areas of major Interest to the goTernaent should be supported 
by resource collections (that Is, materials held In depth), 
tather than mere working collections, but found, that the 
majority of libraries had working collections only, or at 
|>est, the potential for resource collections. In the area of 
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eoonomlos, the Team found only two resource collections, the 
material on the history of banking in Canada in the Bank of 
Canada library, and the statistics naterial in the Statistics 
Canada library. Potential resource collections in economics 
were identified as commerce, in the National Library, economics 
(i.e. basic, theoretical economics) in the Statistics Canada 
library, finance in the Bank of Canada and the Department of 
Finance libraries, and labour in the Department of Labour 
library. The Team found no strong collection in transportation 
even though this is an area of major gorernment interest. The 
recommendation is that steps be taken immediately to establish 
resource collections in economics (i.e. theoretical economics) 
and transportation. As to economics, the suggestion is that 
Statistics Canada be assisted in the development of a resource 
collection In economics within the present Statistical Reference 
Library. 

The Survey characterizes federal libraries as being 
autonomous special libraries with a predominant interest in 
current awareness services. For the most part, traditional 
approaches have been used with various versions of acquisition 
list, periodical routing, table of contents distribution and 
circulation of new material by informal interest profiling. 
Among federal economic libraries, of widespread interest and 
value has been the Bank of Canada* s daily Library List , a 
selected and frequently annotated listing of current books 
received, periodical articles, new journals received, new 
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gOT«rnB«nt publloatlona r«e«lT«d, flnaaelal rsporta and 
•oonoBlo forseMts* 

In SOB* o«8«8, th«8« oorrsnt amarsMss ■•rrioss kMf 
lM«n operated on a ooapatar basa. Agrloulture haa an autoaatad 
Llat of Sarlal Holdings , and an autoaatad routing of cumrant 
periodicals, consuaer and Corporate Affairs has autoaated 
routing lists and user reading lists, and an witoaated printout 
of periodical titles. The Teaa report for Systeas and Serrlces 
Indicates that 9.6 per cent of federal libraries are InrolTsd 
operationally In an autoaated systea of soae sort, and contrary 
to U.S. experience, 70 per cent of the actlTlty has occurred 
In the saaller libraries. 

A significant recent devclopaent In the area of currant 
awareness has been the National Llte-ary's extension of the 
CAM/3DI serrlee to the social aclencen. GAN/SDI, a tape- 
aerglng and IndlTldual- or group-profiling sertloe on a 
subscription basis, was Initiated hj the National Science Library 
In aelence. In April 1969. Subject c^rerage was extended to 
the social sciences aa of April, 1972 .with the National Library 
assualng responsibility for the deTelopaent and aalntenance of 
Interest profiles, the proaotlon of the serrlee, and all uaer 
contacts in the subject area of the social sciences. By the 
?all of 197^^* there were about 300 social science subscribers 
to the tape scrTlce. of aconoalc libraries In the federal 
library group, the Departaent of Labour library has established 
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a llbrarj profile, and is using the tape aerrlce experimentally 
for acquisition and cataloguing apart from current awareness. 
The libraries of the Bank of Canada and Finance are currently 
looking Into the possibility of establishing library profiles 
and using the serrlce similarly. It would seem that this 
centralized tape*proflle service will play an Increasing^ 
role In a rarlety of different ways In economic libraries, but 
probably supplementing more than replacing existing current 
awareness approaches. 

An area of anticipated Immediate development Is that of 
a computer-based bibliographic service for federal libraries. 
The Systems aiid Services Team recommended the immediate 
establishment of a Government Libraries Bibliographic Centre 
under National Libraiy arrangements to supply cataloguing 
support services to federal libraries. Such a proposal had 
already been endorsed by Treasury Board when submitted fi^ part 
of an EDI^ Master Plan for the Government. A National Library 
Task Force has already worked out cataloguing standards and 
machine- readable record formatsThe way has been fully prepared 
for the National Library to proceed with the setting up of the 
Centre . 

When established, the Centre will also be able to give 
support in government documents and in serials, major elements 
in every federal library. A non-traditional cataloguing system 
for government publicatione^ known as the Guelph Document System,

would subsequently process material for Bzternal Affairs 
under the Guelph System and take the responsibility for 
extending the system to other federal libraries. Another 
project that could be readily handled by the proposed 
Blbllo.'sraphlc Centre would be the creation of an autooated 
serials listing for federal libraries. This could be done 
by checking the holdings of IndlTldual federal libraries 
against an existing machine- readable union file. One such 
list now available Is the Ontario unlTersltles serial file 
under derelopaent at the Bibliographic Centre of Ontario 
unlrerslty libraries In Toronto. 

New Information Services 

Another area of significance to economic federal 
libraries, Is the development of data banks and access to them. 
Comment has been made earlier on the Financial Besearoh 
Institute data bank of financial Information on Canadian 
companies. The Bank of Canada Is a subscriber to this service 
and has on-line access but, at present, there is fto terminal In 
the Bank of Canada library Itself. 

The data bank development In the gorernment sector 
of general Interest Is statistics Canada's CAN/SIM project, 
rtilch Is the Canadian Soclo-Eoonoalo Information Maziageaent System. 
^ The system comprises more than If0,000 Canadian economic time series. 
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Slno« Noveaber 1973 1 it has been on-line at SMI (Sooiete^de 
aath^aatlquea appliques ), a oouierolal servioe bureau in 
Montreal. Subsoribere hATe direct aooeaa to the data in CAN/SIM 
and the utilization of progrannes. Besides retrieTing and 
aanipulating data in CAN/siM, it is also possible for goremment 
departments to store data of their own separateljf by using 
CiN/SIM data entry prograaaes. Thus far« 13 different federal 
goremaent departaents haTe aTailed theaselTes of CAN/SIM serTioes. . 
To date 9 terminal oonnections have been established apart from 
federal libraries so they haTe had no direct inTolTement as yet. 
Apart from CAN/SIM9 Statistics Canada also has tapes of the 
1971 Canadian census thich are sTallable generally. 

In the immediate future, it would seem that economic 
federal libraries will change Tery considerably. It seems 
quite certain that a Bibliographic Centre will soon be set up 
which will haTe a central bibliographic record in machine- 
readable form of all collections and will giTs them catalogiitag 
support; that goTernment publications in all collections will 
be controlled by the Guelph Document System; that a serials 
listing will be done by computer to coTer social science serials 
held in federal libraries; that collections will be raised to 
resource lerel in seTeral areas of special interest to goTernment; 
that CAM/SDI will be taking care of a considerable amount of the 
current awareness requirement and that library profiling will be 
an integral part of the system; that on-line access to a number of 
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dlCterrat teta bftiikt, Including CAN/SIM will b« a standarA 
Mpaot of Mok library** oparatlona. 

ProTlnelal latal 

To thla point, «• haTa lookad at coranaaat lltoarlaa oxdy 
at tha national IotoI. EovoTar, Canada not only haa a fadaral 
goTamaaUt, but tan proTlnolal goramaanta aa wall. LaglalatlTa 
llbrarlaa ara to ba found In all proTlnoaa and thaaa coUactlona 
now ranga In alaa froa 5,000 Toluaaa In tha aaallaat prorlnoa, 
Prlnea Bdvard laUnd, to lfOO,000 In Quabao. In four oaaaa, 
Albarta, Brltlah Voluabla, Manitoba and Nora Sootla, tha 
laglalatlTa llbrarlaa haTa baan ganarallsad and ara proTlnolal 
llbrarlaa aa wall. For tha aoat part, thaaa llbrarlaa ha^a not 
axtandad thalr collactlons In any aubatantlal way Into tha flald 
of aconoalca, but hrnn collactad prlaarlly In law, goTamaant 
docuaanta, polltloal aclanca and history. EowoTar, tha Prorlnclal 
Library of Albarta In Bdaonton and tha LaglalatlTa Library of 
Saakatchawan In Baglna Incl^da aconoaloa aa an araa of apaolal 
Intaraat. Thui, thara ara only two algnlf leant aconoalc 
collactlona to ba found In proTinclal/laglalatlTa llbrarlaa. 

Aa In tha fadaral Inatanaa, all prorlnclal goramaanta 
haro aaan tha daralopaont of dapartaantal apaolal llbrarlaa. 
Thla daralopaant haa baan aott aubatantlal In tha two larga 
central prorlncae, Ontario and Quebec} fairly aubatantlal in the 
prairie prorincea and in weat eoaat Brltlah Coluabia} and quite 
Halted in the four Atlantic proTlncaa. In tot^al, there would 
aaea to be about 105 llbrarlaa in thla category, and, of theae, 
about 20 night be categorised aa wholly or In aignlficant part, 
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•oononlo libraries. Again, the majority of these are In the 
large central proTlnoes of Ontario and Quebec. Indsad, there 
are no economic libraries In the four gOTernaents of the Atlantic 
ProTlnceSt except one saall one In Prince Edward Island In the 
Departaent of DeTelopaent of that proTlnce. Alao* In the vest 
coast proTlnce of British Coluabla, there Is only one, In the 
Department of DeTelopaent, Trade and Coaaerce, Soononlcs and 
Statistics In Victoria, British Columbia. In the three 
prairie ^rorlnces. It has already been Indicated that Alberta 
and Saskatchewam Include economics In their proTlnclal/leglalatlTe 
libraries. In addition. In Saskatchewan, there la a library In the 
Department of Co-operation and Co-operatlTe DeTelopaent and. 
In Manitoba, a small one In the Department of Industry and 
Commerce, called the Business Information Centre. 

In Ontario, the departmental libraries In the area of 
economics are 8 In number, containing In total about 150,000 
Tolumes, located In the proTlnclal capital of Toronto. A quite 
excellent collection of some 50,000 Tolumes Is located In the 
Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Interdepartaental Affaire. 
In addition, the Ministry of Labour has 30,000 Tolumes and the 
Ministry of Transporatlon and Communication, ^0,000. There 
are smaller economic libraries In the Ministry of BsTenue, 2,500 
Tolumes; Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Relations, 2,850 
Tolumes; Ministry of Agriculture and Food, 6,000 Toluaes, Ministry 
of Industry and Tourism, 6,000 Tolumes; and the Ministry of 
Community and Social Serrlces, 7,200 Tolumes. These libraries 
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functions autonoaoualy bpt oo-op«ratlT«l7 ma apaolal 
goTamaent itbrarlaa along traditional Unas; aa jmt, 
thare haa baen no eoaprahanslTa library aurTay and no 
nataorklng plan for daTalopaant suota aa thara haa baan 
aaong fadaral goTarnaant llbrarlas. 

Flna.M7, in Quabao Prorlnoa, the nuabar of aoononlo 
dapartaantal libraries Is eonaldarablyy aaallar and their 
total oontanta are aora Ilka 50,000 Toluaaa. Thara are 
llbrarlaa In the Mlnlatera du BaTanu<; the Miniature da l*lndua*;rla 
at dtt Coiuaroa, 12,000 Toluaaa; and the Hlnlstara du Travail, 10,000 
▼oluaas. There are aaallar llbrarlaa in the Mlnlstere da l*Agrl- 
Ottlture at da la Colonisation, 8,200 Toluaaa { tha Miniature dea 
Affaires aunlolpalas, 5,000 roluaes; and the Mlnlstere des Terras 
et Por'&ta, 4,500 Toluaas, Aa yet, no networking of theae apeolal 
llbrarlaa, either, haa taken place. 

Looal GoTemaent 

There are Tarloua unite of local goTarnaant in Canada, 
but It la only within the aunlolpal, or city type, that there 
haa been ^ny library dayelopaent of the apaolal library kind, 
and iir.-hlM been, for the aosw part, Tery recent and quite Halted. 
There are four Canadian auniclpal goramaenta with llbrarlaa, 
Montreal, Toronto, Halifax and Winnipeg. Montreal* a library la 
in aeveral unite, the oldeat of which datea froa 1796. Becently, 
in 1963, that city* a Sarrioe d'Urbaniaae (City Planning Separtaent) 
eatabliahed a aeparate library which now nuabara 5,300 Toluaea 
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In th« urban eocmoaic areas of city planning, housing, 
land use and transportation. The Planning Board of Toronto 
had already established a similar type of library In 1957, and 
that In Winnipeg had followed along In i960. In 1970, Halifax 
established a cItIc Library whloh, in faot^ corars slallar field*' 
to the planning board libraries. The Municipal Beference Library 
of the Hetrop^ltan Toronto Library Board, established In 1965 
and housed In City Hall, has a widely based collection comprising 
14,096 volumes and 259 serial titles providing a service for Metro 
Government and the community.
